had ripped at the Marine attack- 
ers on their way up the slope. 
Marine, tanks hammered at the 
Communist 
machine-gun 
nests. 


Smoke 
from 
exploding 
shells 


shrouded the outpost. 


Col. L. W. Walt, a Marine regi- 


mental commander disclosed that 
every Leatherneck on Vegas and 
Reno when the Reds hit was pre- 
sumed dead or captured.- 


The number was not reported, 


but presumably was small. Front- 
line reports said casualties in the 
fight back up the slope were far 
greater.

Reveal New Polio Vaccine; 
Works Well on 3 Types

Public Won't Get It This Summer; 
Must Be Tested Further for Results

NEW YORK—<J)—The new polio vaccine looks good and is being 


developed rapidly, but you won't get it this summer. 


The creamv white vaccine has 


worked well in 90 persons—mostly 
children—but it has a long way 
yet to go, Dr. Jonas E. Salk of 
the University of Pittsburgh said 
Thursday night. 


The vaccine is made up of all 


three types of virus which can 
cause human polio. The viruses 
are killed, and emulsified or ho- 
mogenized in mineral oil to step 
up their ability tovcreate antibodies 
against polio, without causing in- 
ection. 


Gave All Protection 


This vaccine, disclosed last Jan- 


uary, gave all 90 persons protective 
antibodies against all three types 
of virus, Salk reported in the jour- 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation. Not one got sick. 


By every expectation, it would 


actually make them throw off any 
epidemic or invasion by live poiio 
/irus. The vaccine protects mon- 
<eys that way. Humans, of course, 
are not intentionally given a dose 


f virus. 
The next step is to try it on 


more and more persons to make 
,ure it is as good as it looks, 
Salk explained at a science-press 


French Premier SaysHeds 
Plan Vast Area of Conquest 


Indochina, Burma, Thailand 
India Targets of Communists 


'WASHINGTON—IflV—Premier Rene Mayer of P'rance said Friday his 


nation "has "positive proof" that communist-led forces in Indo-China 
are battling to bring Burma, Thailand and India "within the reach of 
international communism." 


Mayer said in a speech prepared 


for a National Press Club luncheon 
that French and loyal Indochinese 
troops have "been able to frus- 
trate" this new enemy drive thus 
far, but: 


"It is apparent that in Indochina 


the major objective of the Viet- 
minh at this moment Is not simply 
the Gulf of Tonkin but also the 
Gulf of Siam and the approaches 
to India." s 


Mayer took time out from his 


talks with President Eisenhower 
and other top American officials 
to make his speech. Among other 
things, he called for: 


1. A world-wide economic and 


monetary conference to-help the 


free world better plan steps for 
increasing trade. 


2. The U. S. to sponsor "a great 


program for the consliuction of 
low cost housing" in France as 
part of an investment program 
aimed at curbing communism. 


3. The U.S. and France to "pull" 


the experience gained in fighting 
the Reds in Korea and Indochina 
to the common advantage of Amer- 
ican^ and Frenchmen. 


Mayer gave "categorical assur- 


ances" his government will push 
for approval in the French parlia- 
ment of the proposed European de- 
fense-community 
(FJDCl, whioh 


would include a joint six-nation 
army.

Twenty years ago a vaccine was 


used widely with tragic results. 
Some children died, some were 
paralyzed. In those days little was 
known sabout the mysterious po- 
lio virus, and it was not known that 
there were three dangerous types. 


Time Indefinite 


It isn't known just how long the 


vaccine can protect. It is apparent- 
ly good at least six to eight weeks, 
probably months, maybe years. 


Gamma Globulin, the_ antibodies 


from blood donations, protects only 
about five weeks. It is the immed- 
iate bet for a polio preventive this 
summer. 


Scientists would like to test any 


vaccine first on 2,000 to 5.000 or 
more children, to be certain it's 
good. 


Ninety persons is just too small 


a number. Polio experts figure 
that only one child out of every 
150 will develop paralytic polio 
during their lifetimes.

'Spirit' of Lobby 
Law Not Observed, 
Investigators Find 


TOPEKA, Kansas

Ancient Order of United Workmen, 
an insurance order which engaged 
Roberts to sell the building to the 
state.

Cuts Subsidy 


From the farmer standpoint, the 


most significant recommendation 
made by Benson was that the an- 
nual 250 million dollar agricultural 
conservation subsidy program be 
reduced to 140 million dollars be- 
ginning with the 1954 crop. 


He said that under this program 


the government should make pay- 
ments to farmers for permanent- 
type conservation practices and for 
initial applications of lime and fer- 
tilizers to lands involved in pro- 
duction adjustments recommended 
by the government. 


This would , eliminate payments 


to farmers for recurring annual 
conservation practices, such as re- 
application of lime and fertilizer. 
Benson estimated that this budget 
would reduce the 
department's 


payroll the equivalent of 3,454 full- 
time employes from the 64,802 full- 
time employe level anticipated by 
the Truman budget. 


Cites Savings 


The secretary said the 250 mil- 


lion dollar conservation subsidy 
program could be carried out this 
year with an appropriation of only 
211 million dollars, largely through 
s a v i n g s in administrative ex- 
penses, without cutting one cent off 
subsidies already promised farm- 
ers,

—did not cover outlays for loans 
and commodity purchases under 
pries support programs. 


Benson would reduce funds for 


rural/ electrification and telephone 
loans from 200 million dollars rec- 
ommended by Truman to 145 mil- 
lion.

Bomb Home of Galesburg 
Prof Who Fought Gaming

GALESBURG, 111.—Wl—A small, home-made bomb Thursday night 


blasted the front porch of a Knox college professor who attributed it 
to enemies he's made in "law enforcement activities." 


Alvin C. White, 41-year-old eco- 


nomics professor and secretary of 
a group known as Galesburg lay- 
men, said the bomb "probably was 
meant to scare inc." He said the 
laymen arc interested in enforce- 
ment of laws against gambling and 
crime. 


The professor, his wife and four 


children escaped injury but the ex- 
plosion wrecked the porch, broke 
windows and cracked plaster. 
White estimated the damage at 
$300 to $.100. 


White told a newsman he has no 


idea who set the bomb and added, 
"I doubt if bodily injury was in- 
tended or th« bomb would have 


been thrown through a window. It 
was probably meant to scare me." 


Police Chief George Fuller said 


the bomb probably was home- 
made, of black powder, and car- 
ried to the scene in a burlap sack 
found near the house. 


White was seated in his living 


room, and his wife, Elsie, 38, and 
their children, Marily. 17, David, 
14, Roger, 10. and Steven, 6, were 
asleep in second floor bedrooms 
when the bomb exploded at 10:30 
p.m. 


Now in his seventh year at Knox, 


White formerly lived in Molme, 111. 


Controversy 
Over Policy 
Still Rages 


Truman, Acheson " 
Part in Directing 
Conflict Faces Probe 


WASHINGTON (#>) — The 


Van Fleet-Pentagon dispute 
over ammunition shortages 
and conduct of the Korean 
war threatens today to erupt 
into a bitter controversy 
reaching all the way up to the 
policy makers of the Truman 
administration. 


President Eisenhower got into 


the argument at his news confer- 
ence Thursday when he told re- 
porters the Korea ammunition sit- 
uation now is perfectly sound in 
relation to the type of operations 
going on there. 
; 


Lovett could not be reached im- 


mediately at his New York office 
for comment on the reports gather- 
ed at the Pentagon. 
•' 


Van Fleet told senators that hi 


June, 1951, he had the Communist 
armies on the run and "we stopped 
by order, did not pursue to finish 
the enemy -. . . I was crying to 
turn me loose ..." 


Acheson's Orders 


Early in May, 1951, it is saidl 


the joint chiefs had sent Van Fleet 
instructions against any general 
offensive without prior clearance. 


These -instructions were said to 


have been issued at the request of 
the state department, headed then 
by Secretary Acheson. 


Could' Van Fleet have smashed 


the enemy if he had kept going? 
Some military men in the Penta- 
gon question that the Reds' main 
forces were whipped at that time; 
They 'question whether the Ameri- 
can 'people would have been willing 
to take the necessary casualties for 
any deeper push into the Red 
stronghold, with no assurance of 
peace. 
, • 


, Sen. Harry Byrd (D-Va) brought 
out in the Van Fleet hearing that 
congress had appropriated $6,700,- 
000,000 for ammunition since the 
start of the Korean War. And he 
was critical because production 
had not been geared up faster. He 
called it "an admission of failure." 


In their own defense, army men 


say the first large sum received 
for ammunition did not 
begin 


bringing production until last sum- 
mer. Until then they said the main 
reliance had to be on World .War 
II stocks, which gradually xvere 
being depleted, while the munitions 
industry was being rebuilt. They 
claim it takes 18 months from the 
time they get money from con- 
gress until production begins. 


One officer summed up the situ- 


ation in this way: "If Van Fleet 
had made his statements a year 
ago about ammunition shortages, 
it would have helped speed up the 
program and done us a lot of good. 
Now, we've got the problem licked 
and this isn't helping us any." 


The authoritative story from 


several military sources is that: 


1. Former Secretary of Defense 


Robert A. Lovett was prodded by 
Army chiefs for almost a year be- 
fore he ordered all-out ammuni- 
tion production last November. 


2. The Joint Chiefs of Staff— at 


the State department's request— 
nstructed Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet in May, 1951. to launch no 
general offensive into North Ko- 
rea without clearance from the 
joint chiefs. Van Fleet has said 
ic was stopped by orders.

The Doctor Says: 


Ulcers Treated to Ease 
Irritation, Allow Healing 


By EDWIN P. JOKOON, M D. 


Peptic ulcer or ulcer of the 


stomach is 'a common condition 
today. The cause or causes are not 
fully known, though some believe 
that the strain of modern living 
has something to do with it. 


There is probably more excite- 


ment and wear and tear on the 
nervous system brought about by 
noise, automobiles, speed and the 
like now than there was 50 years 
ago, but this point is difficult to 
prove. 


It is certain, however, that peo- 


ple with ulcers of the stomach who 
are getting along well may become 
much worse following an espe- 
cially tiring or irritating confer- 
ence, an emotional upset, or a 
shock, such as is brought about by 
a death in the family. This often 
happens even while the person is 
continuing a treatment which has 
brought some comfort and has 
relieved symptoms for a long time. 


Ulcers occur both in the stomach 


itself and in the duodenum, which 
is that portion of the intestine into 
which the stomach empties. 


The ulcer starts as a small de- 


fect in the lining of the stomach 
or mucous membrane, and be- 
comes deeper and,larger around 
as it develops. Eventually it may 
become deep enough to reach the 
tiny nerve endings which carry 
pain sensations to the brain. Con- 
sequently, at t the very beginning 
an ulcer rarely produces symp- 
toms and it is not until it has be- 
come fairly deep that one is aware 
of something wrong. 


All treatments for ulcer have 


the common purpose of relieving 
the irritation on its surface; that 
is, in the stomach or duodenum, 
so that the ulcer has a chance to 
heal. 
The most irritating sub- 


stance which comes in contact 
with the ulcer is the hydrochloric 
acid manufactured by the stomach 
itself. 


Frequent feedings, the giving of 


alkaline powders and other prepa- 
rations are all aimed at reducing 
the irritating effect of the hydro- 
chloric acid and thus allowing the 
ulcer time to heal. There does not 
appear to be any single treatment 
that is "best" for everyone. In- 
deed, surgery is also one of the 
treatments most useful in some 
cases. 


COMPLICATIONS ARE SERIOUS 


Besides the pain and distress of 


the ulcer there are two serious 
complications. 
When an 
ulcer 


eats across a small blood vessel, 
bleeding takes place. Sometimes 
this is slow and the blood merely 
passes down the intestinal tract. 
At other times the bleeding may 
be rapid, filling the stomach, and 
causing vomiting. In either case, 
bleeding is a sign requiring prompt 
and serious attention. 


The other complication is per- 


foration—the ulcer eats entirely 
through the wall of the stomach 
and makes a hole into the abdomi- 
nal cavity. This raises the danger 
of peritonitis and immediate sur- 
gery is in order.

WASHINGTON UP)— Witness aft- 


er witness is asked this question 
by 
congressional 
investigating 


committees: "Are you now or have 
you ever been a member of the 
Communist party?" 


The witness is in bad shape if 


he says simply: "I refuse to an- 
swer." For that flat statement, 
without any explanation, he can be 
cited for contempt of congress, 
prosecuted and, if convicted, jailed 
and fined. 


But he comes under the protec- 


tion of a supreme court ruling if 
he offers the reply given by wit- 
ness after witness: "I invoke the 
Fifth _Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion and refuse to answer because 
it might incriminate me." 


Cite Amendment 


The Fifth Amendment says a 


man can't be compelled to testify 
against himself in a criminal case. 
The supreme court has saui a wit- 
ness cannot be forced to testify 
about his Communist activities. 


While the party is not actually 


outlawed, and 
no federal law 


makes membership illegal, there 
are some laws, particularly the 
Smith Act passed in 1940, under 
which a party member could be 
tried and convicted. 


That act says it is unlawful to 


conspire to teach forceful over- 
throw of the government. A num- 
ber of Communist officials have 
been convicted for such conspiracy 
and the supreme court has upheld 
their conviction. 


Another part of the same act 


says it's unlawful to be a member 
of a party whose purpose is force- 
ful overthrow of the government. 


No one has been tried under that 


part of the act yet, but some day 
the government might decide to 
use it against Communists. 


In some cases they may use the 


Fifth Amendment not because of 
personal fear of prosecution but 
through reluctance to tell about 
others they knew in the party, past 
or present.

When a witness does not invoke 


the Fifth Amendment and admits 
party membership he cannot then

Armstrong brought out the hit- 


and-run idea Thursday as a crew 
from his 867th Field Artillery Bat- 
talion fired 11 rounds of conven- 
tional ammunition in a preview of 
the Nevada tests for newsmen. 


"This is a great big gun, physi- 


cally speaking," Armstrong said 
of the 85-ton weapon "and when

280 is more accurate as an atomic 
weapon than* either a bomber or 
a guided missile and can be fired 
in any kind of weather.

Chamber Speaker Gives 
Merits of Advertising 


Membership Hears How the 
Nation's Economy Affected 


The merits and functions of ad- 


vertising in a modern economy 
were stressed Thursday night at 
the annual dinner meeting of the 
Dixon chamber of commerce. 


Gene F. Seehafer, manager of 


research 
and sales promotion, 


CBS radio network, western divi- 
sion, told an audience of about 165 
of the concepts of useful and prop- 
er advertising. 


Seehafer was introduced by Lyle 


Melvin, current chamber of com- 
merce president. Melvin also intro- 
duced the-1953 board of directors, 
David Ames, Harry .Bates, John 
Cahill, Harold. Cook, Vernon Duke, 
Francis Henry, Fred Hofmann, 
Paul Johns, Walter Knack, Lyle 
Melvin, Max Van Scoy and Joseph 
Villiger. 


Mayor William Slothower, who 


preceded the featured speaker, re- 
marked on the responsibilities of 
a city toward greater economic 
progress. 


Warns of Legislation 


He emphasized that legislation 


pending in Springfield, beneficial 
to large cities, would not benefit 
small town business in a farming 
district. 


Slothower categorized the legis- 


lation as the type that could force 
consumers beyond the jurisdiction 
of small towns and thereby curtail 
commercial prosperity. 


Past President Carl Hasselberg 


made the welcoming remarks to 
the audience, thanking the 1952 
board for its work. 


Seehafer told listeners that ad- 


vertising is often misunderstood. 
He explained that it has two roles, 
to create sales and to aid in the 
economic system. 


Criticism of advertising stems 


from the fact that it isn't viewed 
in the light of both roles, Seehafer 
said. 


Not Fraudulent 


"Very little advertising in the 


country is fraudulent or mislead- 
ing," he contended. 


However, Seehafer added, adver- 


tising is subject to human failings. 
A minority of misuses creep onto 
the scene. 


Seehafer told the audience that 


advertising is regulated in three 
ways, self-regulation, regulation by 
law, 
and by the public. 


Regulation by the advertiser is 


very important. Most realize that 
not only today's dollar is at stake, 
but also tomorrow's, he added. 


The law regulates it by making 


false and misleading advertising 
punishable by law.

permits mass production, lowers 
costs, leads to improving the 
product, serves as . a. shopping 
guide, stimulates work, contrib- 
utes to higher living standard and 
acts as a powerful social force.

Here's Example 


He said that if advertising was 


suddenly banned by law. the bene- 
fits of receiving slightly more for 
your money would be soon offset 


by tremendous price increases, be- 
cause sales would lag. 


"Our 
entire lives would be 


changed completely for the worse 
if advertising were' suddenly dis« 
continued," he added. 


Seehafer recommended tips on 


how to make advertising work to 
the fullest advantage to the retail- 
er and said that both consumers 
and businessmen benefit from such 
advertising.

The NCA had taken steps to dis- 


accredit Aggies on a charge al- 
leging the Missouri Valley confer- 
ence school had subsidized ath- 
letes, stressed athletics as n means 
for securing public support and 
lacked faculty control of athletic 
policy. 


The formality of a vote by the 


entire NCA delegation on the rec- 
ommendation to suspend Oklahoma 
A & M had been scheduled today 
at the association's annual meet- 
ing.

Eye on Tornadoes in Local Area 


CHICAGO lft~The Weather Bu- 


feau is ready for spring winds 
that might breed unpredictable tor- 
nadoes in the Illinois prairies with- 
Ing about 100 miles of Chicago.. 


The bureau said today it has set 


Up an improved tornado warning 
system for counties in extreme 
Northern and Northeastern Illinois. 
While it doesn't promise to predict 
In advance just when and where a 
tornado will stnke, the 
bureau 


will: 


1. Forecast conditions that make 


tornadoes likely, and 


2. Report all severe local storms 


or tornadoes in progress, so com- 
munities in their paths can be 
forewarned. 


Along with its announcement of 


the warning system, the Weather 
Bureau outlined precautions to be 
taken in the event of a tornado— 
Rnd emphasized that the rules ap- 
ply to Chicagoans as well as down- 
staters. 


Nine Since 1876 


While Chicago residents piobably 


couldn't be less tornado conscious, 
the Weather Bureau reports nine 
tornadoes have occurred in the 
area since 1876, five of them with- 
in the city limits. 


The most severe Chicago tornado 


traveled from Joliet to Wilmette 
March 28, 1920. It killed 20 per- 
sons and did 2 million dollars dam- 
age to property. 


A special network of more than 


60 stations has been set up by the 
Weather Bureau to make immedi- 
ate reports to the Chicago forecast

1. In open country, try to move 


out of the storm's path. If that's 
impossible, lie flat in the nearest 
depression, such as a ditch. 


2. In towns or cities, seek shel- 


ter inside buildings and stay away 
from windows. Steel reinforced 
structures are most resistant to the 
winds. 
Stand along inside walls 


on a lower floor. 


Southwest Corner 


3. In a home, go to the south 


west corner of the basement. If 
there is no basement, lie down un- 
der a table or bed on the ground 
floor, preferably in the southwest 
corner. 


*. In steel reinforced schools, | 


stand against an inside wall on a 
lower floor. Avoid auditorium and 
gymnasiums. 


5. In a rural school not steel re- 


inforced, occupants should move 
outside to a lavine or ditch if a 
storm shelter is not available.

Monday. Kane County is where the 
phone company sued to have the 
ICC order against its proposed rate 
ect aside. 


Perrine said that, after request- 


ing a new injunction against the 
higher rates, the ICC will call for 
h. new commission hearing on the 
Issue. 


Perrine added, "The supreme 


court order does not mean we are 
bound to give the company what 
It asks for. But if you read be- 
tween the lines, they are going to 
get an increase." 


The phone company said it does 


not yet know how soon a rate in- 
crease might go into effect. It said 
wages and related costs have gone 
up about 24 million dollars a year 
In the 27 months it has been striv- 
ing for approval of a rate increase. 


A complete breakdown of the in- 


crease was not available, but the 
company said it would cost most 


resident customers about two cents 
a day.
